PHILADELPHIA LAD
ON TORPEDOED SHIP

John T. Hartman One of Few
Survivors of Ship Sunk
in Havre

John T. Hartman, of 2229 Amber street,
18 yours old, esturned to Wiy lome today
nfter an abpencoe of more than throo
monthe, fraught with the excltemnent and
peril of belng upon i veseel punk by a Ger-
man submorine

Hartman slgnad as a declhand on tha

Norwogian bark Hiltng, which salled from
New York, February 20, 1016, with ontw
for Havre, France. ©On the night of Mareh
0. at 10:30, In bright moonlight, while the
Sillue, after an uneventful vosdge, win ly-
ing in the ronds, thrae miles from Favre,
mhe wan torpodocd by the same German
subimaring that immedintely afterward sank
the steamship Lousians of the Freneh line
Hartman, who was on the Jdeck of tha
Blltus and looking off shore, distinetly saw
the submarine's periseope & minute before
n torpedo struck the bark nmidahips. Hardly
had the implemant of denth exploded than a
rocond torpedo atruck the Silus in almost
the same spot, causing the dick of the bark
to bulge upwards, iand throwing Hartman
amid tha wrechngu He sullerod n fracture
of n leg.
Af the ship listed to starbooard, the man
plid with It and landed In one of the bari's
boats, which with five other sailors within
it, was out from the wreok ws the Silius
sank to mingle among the many vesiely
that have precuded It to an untimoly grave,
The entire complement of the'Sillug, ¢one
sisting of 17 oMicern und the crew, were
roscued by a French torpedoboat destroyer,
with the exception of Captaln Hanson and
two srilors, who were sither drowned or
blown to thelr death In the explosion,
Hartman being the only survivor who wis
Iinjured, He win tnken to n military
hospital in Havre, where ha stayed six
weeks, nnd nbout ten days pfter his dis-
charge, recelvaill n pukrsport and, through
the instruméntality of the Ameriean Con-
sul, was sent home on the Dutch steam
ship Older, arriving In New York last
Sunday,

While In the Sillus boat Hartmnn saw
the exploslon of o torpedo as It struck
the Loulsiand, which sank before the hark's
shipwrecked sullors were transferred to the
French war vasssl. About ten davs later,
and while Hartman wus still In hosplial,
the submarine wus caught In o steel net
off the entrance to Havew, and destroyed,
whila some of her oraw wire made pris-

sume destroyer that had rescued the sur-
